Keeping Brass Looking Well. 
The following is given as a means 
of keeping brass 
from 
tarnishing: 
“Place half an ounce of shellac 
in 
half a pint 
of methylated 
alcohol, 
cork tightly. Leave bottle till next 
day, when the shellac will have been 
dissolved. 
Then pour off the clear 
liquid for use. 
With it paint 
the 
brass, using a camel’s 
hair 
brush. 
Best results are obtained if the brass 
is heated before applying the solu­ 
tion of shellac. The varnish will not 
he noticed on tbe brass and the coat­ 
ing thus applied will prevent tarnish­ 
ing.”
